It was 1 o’clock before the resolution 
committee was sent to its deliberations, 
It stands six progressive to five stand- 
patters. As the stand-patters threaten 
to demand ceaseless roll calls it was 
belleved by many that a night session 
would be necessary. 

The majority report of the Resolution 
Committee indorse Carroll, and there 
is merely a courtesy reference to the 
national administration. 

Dolliver for Chairman, 

The Committee of Permanent Organ- 
ization, by a strict factional vote, chose 
Senator Dolliver for permanent chair- 
man, 6 to 56. Senator Cummins was re- 
peatedly cheered by the» progressives, 
the stalwarts generally remaining si- 
lent unless to interrupt him.

He averred that the Aldrich-Payne and 
Dalzell and other so-called regulars are 
no more in favor of the principles of pro- 
tection than are the progressives.

The discord is expected to be more 
in evidence in the campaign than 
effective at the convention which has 
a safe progressive majority. The 
stand-pat faction adopted their 
planks with the full Knowledge that 
they could not be forced through the 
convention. The platform to be 
adopted will be unmistakeably §in- 
surgent—condemnation of the tariff 
law and enconiums for the State's in- 
surgent congressional delegation. 

Breach Widens. 

Yesterday and the greater part of 
the night saw the factions steadily 
growing further apart. At first the 
conservatives gave some evidence that 
a semblance of harmony was pos- 
sible. Talk was‘for an endorsement 
of President Tat and the protective 
policy. 

By night, however, the platform 
makers of this faction were in a 
Stampede off the harmony reserva- 
They prepared planks endors- 
ing the President and Gov. Carroll, 
calling them respectively the leaders 
of the party in the nation and state. 
They endorsed Taft for signing the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill and to the 
law gave their unqualified approval. 
Nothing could be better calculated to 
arouse the ir@ of the insurgent dele- 
gates, who are in the Foergacad by 
200. 

Ready to Stand Pat. 

The stand-patters went to bed leav- 
ing their challenge well understood 
by the progressives. They let it be 
known that they would go down with 
their colors nailed to the mast. Form- 
er Congressman Lacey sounded the 
keynote in a speech in which he de- 
clared that it was important that 
Iowa should go Republican next elec- 
tion, but asserted amid applause that 
it is more important that the Repub- 
lican party shall go Republican. 

At the conference last night the 
Sixth and Ninth districts were unable 
to select definitely their members of 
the Resolutions Committee. They 
went into caucus this morning with 
John F. Lacey and H. A. Waterman 
under consideration in the Sixth, and 
State Senator C. G. Saunders and 
State Senator A. C. Savage the candi- 
dates in the Ninth. All are stand- 
patters. 

The Second District conference de- 
veloped oonsiderable feeling and the 
end was not in sight when the dele- 
gates from this district began their 
caucus this morning. The progres- 
sives of Clinton, Muscatine and Jack- 
son counties obtained the pledges of 
57 out of 104 votes to put George M 
Curtis on the Resolutions Commit- 
tee. 

Joseph R. Lane, one of the most tn- 
fluential Republicans of the district 
and generally known as a great har- 
monizer, refused to accept Curtis. The 
stand-pat delegation refused to stand 
for either Lane or Curtis.

She Sneaks Into Express Of- 
fice and Takes Purse 
Containing $12.50. 





Frances Matoscikz, rosy-cheeked, blue- 
eyed and golden-haired, has developed, 
at 7 years of age, all the traits and cun- 
ning of an adept offender through her 


fondness for dolls, candy and pretty 
things. In a warrant issued at Benbow 
City by Police Magistrate J. T._Ash- 
lock, she is charged with taking $12.50 
from the till of the Interurban Express 
Co. of that town, She was detected 
through the statement of her brother, 
Tommy, 6 years old. 

The eauthorities are puzzled as to 
whether they can put a child of s0 
tender years on trial and have sent to 
Alton for Mrs. Sophia Demuth, the po- 
lice matron, in the hope that she can 
find a way of dealing with the extraof- 
dinary case. 

The girl's father and mothef, George 
Matoscikz and his wife, are accused of 
the theft jointly with Frances, because 
of their silence under inquiries as to 
the whereabouts of the stolen money. 
Their trial was set for Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. 

Child Escaped in Weeds. 

The agent of the Interurban Ex- 
press Co. at Benbow City is Mrs. 
George Wisdom. Tuesday evening 
she was at the front door of the 
office loading packages on a car. 
Frances tip-toed in through the back 
door, took a purse from the money 
drawer and vanished in the high 
weeds. 

Mrs. Wisdom missed her purse al- 
most immediately and gave chase, 
guided by the wake left by the 
fugitive through the weeds. But 
Frances was aswift of foot and 
reached her home undetected. 

Soon afterwards her brother told Po- 
liceman Theodore Busch that Frances 
said she had stolen some money, and 
showed him where it was hiddcn in 
the weeds. The boy led the policeman 
to the cache. There they found the 
purse, but it contained only $2.50. 

Frances admitted the theft but stub- 
bornly refused to tell what she had 
done with the. missing $10. She gave 
the name of an alleged girl accomplice, 
but is thought to have ftbbed. 

“The money’s hidden where no one can 
find it,” she lisped. ‘I’m keeping it to 
buy a doll, some candy and ribbons 
and some pretty things.’ 


Several Previous Thefts. 
Her father is a laborer in the 


Rockefeller ofl plant at Benbow City 
and has been unable to buy for Fran- 
oes the “pretty things” for which 
she yearned. ;

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 3.—Cannonism 
and “stand-patism” were repudiated by 
Republicans of Kansas yesterday. 

Six out of eight insurgent congress- 
men have been nominated in spite of 
everything the congressional organiza- 


tion in Washington and the regulars in 
Kansas could do to save their men. 
Their majorities run from 1000 to 3500. 

Of the six stand-pat congressmen who 
were seeking renomination only two are 
sure of having their name on the ticket 
this fall. In the Third District, P. P. 
Campbell defeated Arthur Cranston, in- 
surgent. In the First District Represen- 
tative D. R. Anthony, a strong Cannon 
adherent, won over T. A. McNeal, in- 
surgent, by 600. 

Calderhead Is Defeated. 

Representative William A. Calderhead, 
in the Fifth, leader of the stand-patters, 
was defeated by about 2000 votes. 

Victor Murdock and E. H. Madison, 
insurgent leaders, had no opposition and 
will be returned to Congress. 

W. R. Stubbs for Governor has been 
renominated with a- majority over 
Thomas Wagstaff of about 20,000, or 2000 
more than he had over Cy Leland two 
years ago. Stubbs is an insurgent, 
Wagstaff, a regular. From the present 
indications the Republican candi- 
dates for Congress in Kansas will be:

The Rev. Irl R. Hicks was ousted as 
Mayor of Wellston, and Charlies J. Rob- 
erts was declared legally elected Mayor 
of that municipality by 33 votes, by the 
‘decision of Judge Wurdeman of the 
Clayton Circuit Court Wednesday, in 
the contest case filed by Roberts after 
the election last spring. 

By the count at the close of the polls 
Hicks was declared elected on the face 
of the returns by a small majority.

Roberts and his friends declared many 
illegal votes were cast at the 
election April 6. Roberts contest- 
ed and the -votes were ordered re- 
counted by Judge Wurdeman. After 
the recount the Judge took the case un- 
der advisement and his decision was an- 
nounced at the opening of court Wednes- 
day. 


Hicks Is Mayor Until Sept. 2. 
The Rev. Mr. Hicks told the Post- 


Dispatch over’ the telephone that he 
has not yet decided whether he will ap- 
peal the case. He has until Sept. 2 
to act. 

In the meantime, says Judge Wurde- 
man, all acts performed by Hicks and 
his subordinates will be legal. If he 
does not appeal by Sept. 2, an order 
will be issued by the court declaring 
Roberts Mayor and giving him authority 
to take possession of and hold the of- 
fice.

The family and other friends of Miss 
Leneve became active in her behalf and 
have engaged”a solicitor to look after 
her interests from the time that she is 
returned within the jurisdiction of En- 
glish courts. | 
The case of the Crown, so far as the 
extradition is concerned, was completed 
today and the papers from the Govern- 
ment were turned over to Sergeant 
Mitchell, who will sail for Quebec to- 
morrow on the Lake Manitoba.

LONDON SOLICITOR OFFERS 
HIS AID TO DR. CRIPPEN

pen, accused of killing his wife, Belle 
Elmore, late last night received a 
proposition made by cable by Arthur 
Newton, a London solicitor, to defend 
the charge. 

Inspector Dew of Scotland Yard, 
and Chief McCarthy of the Provincial 
police, paid ‘their first visit to Dr. 
Crippen since the arraignment Mon- 
day, when they took the cablegram 
to him. 

Crippen has done absolutely nothing 
in his own béhalf and the delivery of 
the cablegram -was news to him in quite 
aS great a degree as it was to any one 
else. The cablegram read: 

Your friends desire me to defend 
you and will pay necessary expenses. 
Will undertake your defense, but you 
must promise to keep absolute silence 
and answer no questions and not re- 
sist extradition. 

Reply confirming, 
must be done at once. 

ARTHUR NEWTON, Solicitor, 
London. 
This message came addressed to Dr. 
—— 
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Democrats as Head 
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Crippen, care of Inspector Dew. 

Late last night Crippen accepted the 
proposition made through Newton. He 
accepts as well the stipulation as to 
secrecy and his agreement is on the 
way to London. 

Arthur Newton is a well-known and 
successful criminal: advocate. He haa 
been connected with many cases of 4 
sensational character. 

Crippen Studies the Bible. 

Dr. Crippen has made the Bible the 
companion of the long days he must put 
in before he is extradited to England. 

Crippen has betrayed no more inter- 
est in his fellow prisoner than the list- 
less girl has shown in him. No mes- 
sage between them has been exchanged 
and to none of the guards has he asked 
where or how she is. His information 
might be extensive, for his guards are 
changed every two hours. 

The Provincial Penitentiary stands 
upon one of the places playing an im- 
portant part in “Chien d’Or.” It is 
a gray stone building, before which 
guards armed with repeating rifles pa- 
tro] at all times. Just outside the en-

Six of the twelve candidates point- 
ed out by the Post-Dispatch as unrit 
for the offices they were seeking were 
defeated in Tuesday’s primary election. 
Many voters took the Post-Dispatch list 
of undesirable candidates with them to 
the polls and used it as a guide in 
making out their ballots. 

Colin M. Selph, whose defeat in the 
race for Representative from the 
Twelfth Congressional District was rec- 
ommended on account of his unfavorable 
legislative record and his political al- 
liance with the Butlers, was the low 
man in the race. He got but 3863 votes. 

John P. Collins, a former State Sena- 
tor, who was running in the same dis- 
trict, was also defeated. Hs received 
out 641 votes. 


Carroll and Gernes Beaten. 

Robert J. (Bobby) Carroll was defeat- 
ed for the Democratic nomination for 
Justice of the Peace in the Ninth Dis- 
trict. He received but 578 votes out of 
2351 cast for that office. The Post-Dis- 
patch advised the defeat of Carroll on 
account of his political alliance with 
the Butlers and the fact that as Jus- 
tice of the Peace and as clerk to Jus- 
tice Marty Moore he used the office as 
a collection agency. 

John A, Gernez, Republican, who was 
running in the Eighth. District for Jus- 
tice of the Peace, was also defeated. 
The Post-Dispatch advised voters to 
scratch him on account of his unfavor- 
able public record.

Marit:n EF. Moore, Democrat, was nom- 
inated for Justice of the Peace in the 
Fourth District, but he had no real op- 
position. There were but three candi- 
dates for the two nominations. James 
P. Miles was renominated in the Sixth 
District fer Justice of the Peace. Miles 
has long been the Democratic boss of 
several wards. He was opposed by 
Timothy Foley, who had no political 
organization backing him. 

George W. Riechmann, Republican, 
was nominated for Justice of the Feace 
over John C. Robertson by a small ma- 
jority. Riechmann is a satoon keeper 
who has been identified with the gang 
element and had a much less favorable 
record than his opponent. The gang 
supported Riechmann and he won. 

William J. Schoenlaup and John J.

While he was here Murray Carleton’s 
letter to “‘men of our class,’ appealing 
to business interests to support Francis 
was made public. Prts 
of the letter, which had been intended 
for private circulation only, appeared 
in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch. 

When questioned about portions of the 
Carieton letter, Francis expressed ap- 
proval, although not admitting that he 
head had any knowledge that it was 
being circulated. One paragraph of 
which he approved was that which said: 

Those believing that the construct- 
ive legislation in these days must 
be built on business principles rather 
than upon theory, and who desire 
the enactment of such laws as will 
guarantee to this section of the 
country its share of foreign and in- 
ternational commerce, have chosen 

Mr. Francis as their champion for

Francis did not reply specifically to 
Reed’s charge that the men heading 
the auxiliary, including James E. Smith, 
chairman, and Festus J. Wade, treas-.

Warts Business Men In. 

‘“T think is was a good move of the 
State Committee to organize an auxil- 
fary committee of business men and at- 
tempt to interest, in behalf of the party, 
a large and influential element which 
has heretofore been lukewarm or indif- 
ferent, if not antagonistic,”’ he said. 

“The present is the best time I have 
known in ‘20 years to appeal to such in- 
terests, on the ground that the tariff 
bill recently enacted by the Republican 
party is a deception of the people and 
falls far short of the promises made dur- 
ing the campaign. If we cannot now 
stop this legislating for privilege, we 
never can do it.”’ 

Francis declared that he had noth- 
ing to say against any Democrat, 
and that he was not only preach- 
ing harmony but practicing it. 


‘“Trr almost every speech I have 
made I have asked all Democrats to 
forget factional quarrels and stand 
together, and have extended an in- 
vitation to the insurgent Republicans 
to join us in the battle the Demo- 
cratic party is waging against privi- 
lege,” he said. 

Francis has a few pet planks in 
his own platform which he says 
shows that he is the friend of the 
whole people. 

“I do not believe that corporations 
should take part in politics, either 
by subscribing to campaign funds or 
influencing their employes,” he said. 
“The individuals of this republic form 
the cornerstone of the Government. 
Its duties and prerogatives should be 
performed by the individuals. 


* “I believe {n economy in Govern- 
ment expenses. Just because there is 
plenty of money in the United States 
treasury, I do not believe it is proper 
for it to be recklessly expended or 
uged in needless expenses. 

“I am in favor of the protection of 
eur waterways, and laws that will 
enable the Mississippi Valley to take 
advantage of the opporttinities af- 
forded by the Panama-Canal. This 
country should make a bid for the 
commerce of Central and South 
America.” 

In commenting on his prospects Fran- 
cis said with much positiveness: 

“I am going to win. I have spoken to 
large crowds so far, and I get reports 
from all over the State. I believe I will 
carry every county. 

“It gets tiresome, however, to be met 
with the tactics of the friends of some 
candidates who talk about wealth and 
the masses, and incidentally mention 
that I am somewhat wealthy. 

“I have been a sort of public ‘hack’ to 
the people of Missouri. Almost every 
time some movement was to be started, 
I was asked to either contribute money 
or put my shoulder to the wheel and 
make it go, and sometimes both. I am 
@ man of affairs. I have held many po- 
sitions and have never proven false to 
@ public trust. 

“I was called out by my friends te re- 
deem this State for Democracy, and I 
am going to do it.” 

Some of Francis’ supporters in rural 
districts have declared that a mistake 
was made in putting at the head of the 
Business Men's Auxiliary men who are 
believed to have supported Taft for 
President and who are allied with pub- 
lic service corporations. Reed is playing 
strongly on this point. 

Wherever Reed has spoken, since the

The convention was called by Lewis, 
and the wording of the call shows his 
determination to enforce his decision 
on the Illinois members. 

In the call Lewis states that one of 
the purposes of the special convention is 
“to take such action as is necessary 
to require the officers and members of 
the United Mine Workers to respect and 
comply with the authority of the Inter- 
national Executive Board. 


After Lewis’ Scalp. 


Resolutions adopted in the Harrisburg 
district demand that Lewis be placed 
on trial for “wilfully and maliciously 
prolonging the strike in Mlinois.” Du- 
quoin local passed a resolution which 
said ‘“‘We brand President Lewis as an 
enemy to the miners of Illinois and ask 
for his resignation.”’ 

The Belleville district took a decided 
stand against Lewis and in repudiation 
of his settlement. A loan of $100,000 from 
the Iowa miners to the Illinois strikers 
has encouraged the latter to hold out 
against the Lewis proposal. 

“We have the operators beaten, and 
they know it,” said State President 
Walker in an interview at Chicago. 
“They are trying, through Lewis, to 
snatch victory after we have fairly 
won.”

COMMERCIALIZED POLITICS. 
Commenting on the long and honorable record 
ot Federal] service of Mr. W. L. Morsey, who has 
just retired from the United States Marshal’s of- 
fice, Mr. F. W. Lehmann said that there was 
more honesty in politics than in commercial life 
today and that the blight of dishonesty in public 


‘life comes from contact with commercial life. 


The remark is true. Commercialized politics 
is the corrupt politics. The corruption arises 
from its commercialization, In municipal gov- 
ernment the root of corruption is the effort to 
obtain business privileges. All of the rotten 
political organizations directed by brutal and 
greedy bosses have been created and supported 
by men who have commercial interests and ob- 
jects in politics. Parties have been financed and 
campaigns waged for franchise privileges. The 
municipal boodler is the product of such organ- 
izations. So in State politics, the boodler and 
grafter are the products of the commercial briber. 
The vast system of corruption which permeates 
national politics grows out of laws conferring 
privilege. Executive officers who would other- 
wise serve the public faithfully are drawn aside 
from the path of duty and rectitude by agents of 
interests seeking privileges and advantages at 
the public expense. : 

The proper concern of politics is* the public 
welfare. The corrupting influence is the private 
greed which seeks ends inimical to the public 
welfare, For this reason, although all intelligent 
men ‘believe that politics should serve the legiti- 
mate interests of business which are identical 
with public interests, they believe that the injec- 
tion of business into politics is a menace to the 
public welfare. Wise men fear and oppose the 
organizing of business men and business inter- 
ests for the control of politics for ousiness pur- 
poses. Invariably the business organization in 
politics is directed by men who want to control 
politics for the benefit of their own business in- 
terests, and who want to put men in office who 
will serve their business interests. Invariably 
the men who want to serve business interests 
in politics get the support of business organiza- 
tions on the plea that legitimate business needs 
the protection of shrewd business men in office. 
. The people should never be deceived by such a 
specious plea, nor should they be frightened by 
the charge that those who condemn the commer- 
cialization of politics by greedy agents and bene- 
ficiaries of privileged interests are opposing busi- 
ness. The rea] enemies of all legitimate business 
are the promoters of business politics. 
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The result in the Republican primaries disposes 
of Jep Howe as a party boss. That is a great 
gein for decent politics in St. Louis. It offers 
the hope, at least, that the loeal Republican party 
may be rescued from the interests and enlisted 
in the service of the people. 
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STEAMBOAT GAMBLING AGAIN. 

A bucketshop man has just been sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment for carrying on a species 
of gambling not more shocking than that which 
the Post-Dispatch found in full swing on the 
steamer Grey Eagle, plying from the port of St. 
Louis. The bucketshop’s victims are mostly 
adults, but on our river steamers every summer 
and fall little children are taught the gambling 
game, which tke law forbids, and nothing is done 
to prevent it. 

Will the St. Louis police take action in this 
matter now? As the Post-Dispatch has fre- 
quently pointed out, the United States Attorney 
has ruled that, “according to the statutes of Mis- 
souri, every boat leaving St. Louis is within the 
jurisdiction of the courts of St. Louis until it 
arrives at another port.’ And the courts have 
decided that states separated by rivers have ‘‘con- 
current jurisdiction” in criminal matters. There 
is, therefore, no neutral line or stretch of water 
upon which, even theoretically, the laws may be 
defied. 

Former police chiefs have been supine in deal- 
ing with this scandalous state of things. Will 
Police Chief Young permit the season to pass 
without even putting the power of St. Louis to 
the test to stop this gambling graft?

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THE TEXAS RACE RIOTS. 
Out of the disclosures of the race riot in Texas 
some good ought to come. Surely there is in the 
evidence ample cause to justify an outbreak of 
genuine indignation against the violence that has 
caused the death of more than twenty negroes. 
Upon the statement of facts given in the press 
dispatches there was no cause for the murders 
except race hatred on the part of a comparatively 
small number of whites.

We 
pay our High School teachers over $7 per day. 
They work from 9 a. m. until about 2:30 p. m. 
Our teachers get every holiday, Saturday and 
Sunday in the year off. Our firemen no holi- 
duys, and just one day in 10. As the new elec- 
tion time is now coming around, can’t some of 
the men who will be elected take up this matter 
and look into it. 

Let us work to the end of getting eight hours 
for our firemen first, and then raise every other 
city employe’s salary if satisfactory to the tax 
payers.

RESIDENT ROBERT L. HEDGES of the Browns is deter- 
mined that nothing but young blood will be added to the 
elub’s roster in an effort to build up a team for Sports- 

man’s Park patrons. He doesn’t intend to line up any veterans 
that may be put on the market by other clubs. | 


This is following out the policy adopt- 
ed by Hedges and Manager O’Connor 
early in the season, when it became 
apparent that it would be necessary for 
the club to, obtain new talent to 
strengthen the team. 

Hedges was asked if he would refuse 
to waive on Bill Bradley, the veteran 
third baseman of the Cleveland team, 
who a report says is to draw his un- 
conditional release soon. Hedges. says 
he will not hold up Bradley. 

“I don’t want Bradley, as he is going 
back, and we only want young players 
who are in the developing stage for the 
Browns,” said Hedges to the Post-Dis- 
patch. ‘There are probably a lot of old- 
timers like Bradley who could be land- 
ed, but while they might help us win a 
few more games this year, their careers 
in the big league are limited. 

“Players like Bradley draw big sal- 
aries, and if you cut their pay they get 
dissatisfied. I am carrying only two 
players whose salaries were cut. They 
are Wallace and Stone. Wallace for- 
merly held a war-time contract, and 
when it expired he looked for a cut 
Stone’s pay was sliced because his work 
justified the gut. He knew this, and 
signed at a lower figure.” 


As a whole the Browns seem an im- 
proved team, following the long road 
trip. Pat Newnam’s a. at first is 
much better than before the team went 
away. The big Texan hgsn’t dropped 
any thrown balls, a weakness he 
showed when he first reported, while 
his allround play on the bag shows that 
he has developed. 

Frankie Truesdale seems to have more 
confidence in fielding grounders. The 
youngster is fast and covers a lot of 
ground. In fact, his greatest weakness 
seems to be overrunning balls. He is 
also hitting better than he id early in 
the season. 

With Stephens behind the bat the 





team looms up stronger than with any 
of the other receivers on the job. Jim- 
my may not be a Bresnahan or 4 Kling, 
but he’s a hard worker, and lately has 
been throwing nicely. 

Jim McAleer is to manage the Wash- 
ington club again next season, accord- 
ing to an announcement of one of the 
stockholders of the club, says a report 
from Taftville. When‘ McAleer joined 
the Senators, it was said that he had 
signed a one-year contract as an experi- 
ment.

CENTRAL ROWING CLUB STAR WHO 
WILL ROW AT NATIONAL REGATTA

ENDS IN PROTEST 


National Body Is Asked to Re- 
verse Decision of Referee 
Joe Daly. 





The Mound City Rowing Club filed a 
protest Wednesday with Fred R. Fort- 
meyer, secretary of National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Oarsmeén, New York, 
fagainst a decision of Umplre Joseph 
Dilg of the St. Louis Rowing Club, made 
in regard to the race for senior fours, 
rowed Sunday afternoon, July $1, in the 
regatta held here under the auspices of 
the Southwestern Rowing Association. 

Members of the Mound City Club state 
in their protest that, due to the negli- 
gence of the officials ‘of the regatta, the 
race was started with four or five pleas- 


Four hundred and fifty yards from the 
finish, while the Centrals were leading 
the Mound Citys two lengths and the 
North Side boat three lengths respec- 
tively, the Central four struck a skiff 
and sank. The Mound City and North 
Side crews continued to the finish, the 
former winning by half a length. 

Umpire Dilg thereupon or- 
dered the race to be rowed 
over, at the conclusion of the 
day’s races, from the point where the 
accident occurred, with the crews in 
the positions held at the time of the 
accident. He made this decision on 
the ground that the Centrals were 
not responsible for the accident. 
Mound City oarsmen refused to re- 
row the race under the ruling of the 
umpire, but declared at the time that 
they would row the entire race over. 
The North Side crew also refused to 
row, claiming that they had no 
chance to win under the conditions 
imposed. 

The Centrals therefore rowed over 
the course at the conclusion of the 
day’s races and were awarded the 
race by the umpire. . ne 

The Mound City secretary claims 
that the conditions which arose in 
this race were clearly covered by 
rule 15 of the rules of the N. A. 
O., and that the local association isa 
member of that organization, and is 
supposed to be governed by its rules.

“Every boat shall abide by its ac- 
cidente, except when, during a race, 
a boat while in its own water shall 
be interfered with by any outside 
boat. The umpire may then order 
the race to be rowed over, if in his 
opinion, such interference materially 
affected the chances of winning.” 

Mound City bases its protest on the 
point the rule specifies the race shall be 
rowed over, and does not state that it 
shall be rowed from the point where the 
accident occurred. 

The protest is signed by Coach Wray 
of the Mound Citys, and Plaisted of 
Western Rowing Club, as well as by 
Mound City Club’s secretary.

“Yes, I am married,” and “No, I am 
not divorced and my husband is at 
home working, and “I don’t write for 
money, but for pleasure,” the traveler 
and authoress said. 

“IT have just come from the Dan- 
ville sanitarium. I went there be- 
cause I couldn’t stand the treatment 
at Muldoon’s. My trouble? Nervous 
prostration. What is that? Well, lots 
of men have it, too. _Its, well, men 
get it from overwork and women 
seem to get it from nothing to do.” 

Leads Wholly Mental Life. 

I got it from thinking over’ the 
problems of my novel. I give a lot 
of attention to psychology and sim- 
ilar subjects. I hadto get away. I 
was spending my whole time at my 
desk, leading a wholly mental life. 
And yet I had a fine horse to ride, 
Black Chief, which won prizes at 
Saratoga and cost $3000. 

“New York interests me,” Mrs.
